OL1N6HOUSE GULCH 
I 


A Big Strike Recently Made in the 


Main Tunnel of the Slip 


Mine. 


H. T. Benson and J. C. Rupptrt 


came In from Ollnghouse canyon yes- 
terday, bringing with them some evi- 
dences of the merits of 
the White 


Horse mining district, which is lo- 
cated in the eastern part cf this coun- 
ty, about thirty miles from Reno by 
wagon road, and quite near the town 
of Wadsworth. 


These evidences consisted of six re- 


torts from the ore taken from the Slip 
mine, located in the above mentioned 
canyon. 
They were handsome speci- 


mens of the product of that camp, and, 
recognizing this fact, the gentlemen 
above mentioned took them to a pho-* 
tographer and had a picture of them 
taken to show their friends. The spec- 
ial beauty of these retorts was not 
entirely in their weight or appearance, 
but moie especially In their Intrinsic 
value, which was 13154.25. 


In an interview with a Journal rep- 


resentative Mr. Benson stated that 
the six retorts were the result of the 
treating of 112 tons of ore—less mois- 
ture—by the 3 1-2 foot Huntlngton 
mill, which is on the property. 
The 


«re was taken out by two men In 35 
days and was handled by the mill in j 
276 hours. 


This ore was taken from the face of 


the 600 foot tunnel, and at a depth 
of about 200 feet. At present the com- 
pany is working six men In the mine 
and mill. There is some 3000 feet of 
work on the Slip property and all of it 
has been done in a manner to most 
successfully operate the property.

of the sanitary conditions as they ex- 
i«t in Reno 


A case of smallpox of the prevail- 


ing type is said to have existed on 
Lake street for a couple of weeks, 
and although the officials have been 
notified no steps have been taken to 
isolate the case in the pest house for 
the \ery good reason that no funds 
are available. However, the house is 
quarantlr.ad and has a yellow flag dis- 
played. No new cases have developed 
and it is only fair to presume that it 
is a sporadic case from which no alarm 
need be taken. Certainly nothing to 
cause fear of an epidemic that would 
warrant the drastic measures of a 
quarantine against the town. 


Reno has had an unusual number of 


deaths in the past month, it is true, 
but a considerable percentage of them 
were elderly and Infirm people, and 
it is a long stretch of the Imagination 
which conjures such dire suggestions 
as bubonic plague and a national quar- 
antine. 


Our leading physicians express the 


belief that the open winter Is respon- 
sible for the unusual mortality and 
as one of them expressed it, "What 
Reno needs is a good, old-fashioned 
snow storm with a blizzard accom- 
paniment."
